BIG POSTAL EXTENSION. 


P arcels Post, Savings Banks and T ele­ 
graphs Foreseen. 
Postm aster William R. W illcox of 


t 
New York foresees a great extension 
anc! development of the usefulness of 
the postoffice department of tile United 
States governm ent 
In a recent address before the Civic 
club of Niagara Falls he pointed out 
the development to gigantic proj>or- 
tions of the service, which in its first 
year produced an income of $35,000, 
which is less than is now received In 
the New York postoffice in half a day. 
The registry system, ho said, came 
in the time of President Pierce, and 
the money order business came at the 
close of the civil war. 
Last year tho 
New York office did a money order 
business aggregating more than $340,- 
000,000. 
The free delivery service, Mr. Will­ 
cox said, began in 1883 with 08!> car­ 
riers in nil the c lti’s, while New York 
alone now has four times as many, 
and there are now 22.965 city carriers 
and 35,78*3 rural free delivery routes, 
which have been a steady reduction of 
the annual deficit, and Mr. Willcox 
thought the time was- n n\ co al 
for

24. I Miring the trial many of tin* ju 
tors, prevented from attending to busi­ 
ness affairs with their accustomed reg-’ 
ularity, have suffered losses they can 
never recoup. Others have fallen far 
behind in their work, and it will be 
months before they can catch up. 
Besides this, the houses by which 
some of the jurors are employed as 
managers or In other responsible ca­ 
pacities have found their affairs sadly 
lagging, aud financial losses that can­ 
not easily be estimated have resulted. 
There are only two jurors who have 
not suffered seriously by the long pe­ 
riod of immurement They art* retired 
merchants 
aud 
are 
independently 
wealthy. 
The fact that the jurors since the 
death of th** wife of Juror Joseph ll. 
Bolton, thro** weeks after tin* trial 1h*- 
gan. have been allowed to go at the 
close of each day has helped only in 
part. Those who have availed them­ 
selves of tin* opportunity to go to their 
offices have lveu so overwhelmed with 
work that It has been a severe strain. 
Before the death of Juror Bolton’s 
w ife the jury when not in the court­ 
room was locked up in tin* Broadway 
Central hotel. 
After that they were 
given their freedom after adjournment 
each day. Each adjournment has inva 
riably found the majority of the jurors 
bu ding to th dr offices to work until 
late at night. 
The juror- receive $2 for each day’s 


service during the trial. At least one 
of them has no other revenue, and ho 
has to figure closely to maintain him­ 
self and his wife.

Enough Discovered There to Supply the 
W hole World With Pipes. 
Because of the discovery of vast de 
posits of meerschaum In the moun­ 
tains of New Mexico It is likely that 
the monopoly of that mineral, hereto­ 
fore held by tin* Turkish government, 
will be broken, and pipes of that mate­ 
rial will bo lessened In cost, says the 
Kansas City Star. 
Until recently all of the meerschaum 
used in th** commerce of the world 
was produced from a mine In the 
plains of Kskihl-sher, Anatolia, Turkey, 
In Asia. In Biose mines are employed 
10,000 men. 
The output of the mine 
was owned by the Turkish govern­ 
ment, and It kept th** price up. 
There is a popular belief that meer­ 
schaum is petrified sea foam w ashed 
up ages ago and solidified by some 
strange 
process 
of 
nature. 
Meer­ 
schaum Is a mineral known to scien­ 
tists as “seplollte.” 
It is composed 
principally of Millen anil magnesium. 
It in found Iii ll Aures In the rock, 
where volcanic action has forced It up 
to the surface. 
M eerschaum is 
uan! not only for 


making tobacco pipes, but because of 
Its unique properties of resisting a 
high degree of heat and Its ready ab­ 
sorption of water it is put to various 
electrical and mechanical uses. 
In tin* mines of New Mexico a solid 
block of meerschaum weighing forty- 
tw o pounds was taken out, 
it was 
the largest block of meerschaum ever 
mined. 


H orses Wear Snow shoes. 
Horses wear snowshoes iii Dakota 
in winter. 
Thus equipped they trot 
lightly over drifts wherein they would 
otherwise sink out of sight, says the 
Minneapolis Journal. In some parts of 
Dakota tin* snow lies all winter long 
eight or ten feet deep. 
But a crust 
forms on it. aud with snowshoes men 
skim over it easily. Lately the snow 
shod horses have also skimmed over 
it. 
The equine snowshoes are made 
of boards twenty inches long arid four 
teen indies wide. An indentation to tit 
the foot is branded on each board with 
a hot horseshoe, and the contrivance 
is fastened on the hoof with ail iron 
clamp and a bolt.
